DIVORCES IN VIRGINIA WILL 


EQUAL MARRIAGES IN 18 YEARS 


RICHMOND, Feb. 16.—If the pro- 


portion of divorces to marriages in 
Virginia continues to increase in the 
future as it has in the past, the num- 
ber of divorces 18 years hence will be 
equal to the number of marriages. 
That Is the statement of a Virginia 
educator who has made a study of the 
divorce situation and has based his 
calculations on the figures in connec- 
tion with Virginia's divorce .record. 
Despite those conditions, however, a 
sub-committee of the House of Dele- 
gates committee on courts of Justice 
has passed by indefinitely the Hall and 
Smith anti-divorce bills and has in- 
troduced in their stead a bill which, 
the authors of the other bills declare, 
does not change the present law suf- 
ficiently to be noticeable. 
The most important feature of the 
committee's bill is the insertion of the 
word "actual" before the word "resi- 
dence." 
"The courts already have ruled that 
'residence,' under the divorce law of 
the state, means 'actual residence' in 
the state," Charles Henry Smith, of 
Alexandria, patron of one bf the bills, 
declared today 
"The committee bill 


therefore virtually leaves the law un- 
changed.'*' 
"The committee's discussion was 


behind closed doors, but it is under- 
stood Rev. Wilbur F Crafts, president 
of the International Reform bureau, 
told the members the Virginia law 
was as good as the ?ta.tutes in many 
states who^e divorce recoirls are much 
better than tne Virginia record 
The committee'^ action is indicative 
that the members believe the diffi- 


culty does not lie in the law, but in 
its enforcement. 
Both Mr. Smith and Mr. Hall have 


said they would go before the com- 
mittee and ask it to reconsider its ac- 
tion and report their bills to the 
House. 
In case their effort is futile, 
they probably will ask the House to 
discharge the committee from further 
consideration of the divorce meas- 
uresThat the majority of lawyers in 
Alexandria are unaware of the scan- 
dal concerning the divorce evil said 
to exist in that city was the state- 
ment made today by Mr. Smith. He 
said the lawyers of hto city had been 
done a great injustice by newspaper 
'reports which insinuated the legal 
profession in Alexandria was working 
in" collusion with persons wishing to 
obtain divorces. The legal profession 
as a whole, he declared, would be glad 
to see conditions corrected and to see 
such men as are taking advantage of 
lax laws barred from practice 


Admitting there were entirely too 
many divorces in 
Alexandria, 
Mr. 


Smith pointed out that the city is 
one of the few border cities of the 
commonwealth, 
and 
consequently 
draws a cosmopolitan population He 
also pointed out that the stringent di- 
vorce 
regulations 
of

cause many cases to go to Alexandria 
Infidelity is the only ground on which 
a divorce may be granted In Wash- 
ington, and on account of the unpleas- 
antness of action on those grounds 
couples frequently apply in the courts 
of Alexandria on th« grounds of de- 
sertion.

basis as was paid for the entire crop 
last season, is the progress made in 
marketing Kentucky's annual burley 
tobacco crop of approximately 200.- 
000.000 pounds. 
The farmer's fight for good prices 


for his products has been one of ups 
and downs 
The 1920 crop brought 


him the highest price he ever received 
for his tobacco, but the 1921 crop. 
that cost upward of 18 cents a pound 
to grow, was sold at a loss, the sea- 
son's average being 14 1-2 cents. 


With a \ lew to averting a repetition 


of this, Judge Robert W. Blngham, 
Louisville newspaper owner, became 
interested In the co-operative market- 
ing plan and, in company with several 


growers, visited Barney B""*",,'" 
New York and laid before him a plan 
far financing the crop.

On March «• • meeting of tobacco 


growers 
from 
Wisconsin. !"*!•"•• 
Ohio. Kentucky. Tennessee. Virginia, 
West Virginia, North and South Caro- 
lina and Georgia was held here, at 
which Aaron Saplro presented the 
plan under which California fruit and 
grain growers and other producers arc 
organteed. 
From 
this meeting the 


movement to organize the burley to- 
bacco growers was launched and after 
several months 86 per cent of the crop 
was pledged and the Burley Tobacco 
Co-operative Marketing Association 
Incorporated in North Carolina. 


When the Kentucky General As- 


sembly met the first of the year, the 
Blngham co-operative marketing bit! 
was passed In record time and the as- 
sociation then incorported in Ken- 
tucky. 
In the meantime, however, 


the association had secured 117 tobac- 
co warehouses inOhio, Indiana, West 
Virginia and Kentucky for its exclu- 
sive use 
The War Finance Corpora- 


tion and banks in the interested dis- 
tricts pledged almost $6.000,0000 to 
the association. 
On January 26 the warehouses here 


were opened for the receipt of pledg- 
ed tobacco, and it was graded up de- 
livery by the growers and a check for 
an estimated value of 40 per cent of 
the worth of the crop advanced to 
the growers.
